G.S.R. 872.~ln exeiciso of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 3 of the All-India Services Act, 1951 
(61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 
with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes 
the following lules fuilhcr to amend the All India Services 
(Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1969, namely.— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services 
(Discipline and Appeal) Amendment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the All India Services (Discipline and 
Appeal) Rules, 1969 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), for clause (c) and the Explanation thereto, the follow- 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“(C) 'Government' means — 

(i) in the case of a member of the Service serving 

in connection with the affaiis of a State, or 
who is deputed for service in any company, 
association or body of individuals, whether incor- 
porated or not, which is wholly or substantially 
owned or controlled by the Government of a 
State, or in a local authority set up by an Act 
of the Legislature of State, the G&yemment of 
that State; 

(ii) in any other case, the Central Government;” 

3. In lule 3 of the said lules — 

(i) for the heading “Suspension during disciplinary pro- 

ceedings. — ” the heading “Suspension. — " shall be 
substituted; 

(ii) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-nilcs shall be 
substituted, namely : — ■ 

"(1) If, having regard to the circumstances in any 
case and, where articles of charge have been 
diawn up, the natme of the chaiges, the Govern- 
ment of a State or the Central Government, as 
the case may be, is satisfied that it is necessary 
or desirable to place under suspension a member 
of the Service, against whom disciplinary procee- 
dings are contemplated or are pending, that Go- 
vernment may— 

(a) if the member of the Service is serving under 

that Govcrnmenl, pass an order placing him 
under suspension, or 

(b) if the member of the Service is serving under 

another Government, request that Government 
to place him under suspension, 

pending the conclusion of the disciplinaiy piocccrlings 

and the passing of the final order in the case. 

Provided that, in cases, where there is a difference of 
opmion, — 

(1) between two State Governments, the matter shall 
bo jcferred to the Central Government for its 
decision 
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(ii) between a state Government and lh» Central 
Government, the opinion of the Central Govern- 
ment shall prevail : 

Provided further that, where a State Government passes 
an or’der pitreing under suspension on a member of the Ser- 
vice against whom drsciplinary proceedings arc contemplated, 
streh an order shttll not be v.alrd unless, bcfor'c the expiry 
of a period of forty-five days from the drrtc from which the 
member is placed under suspension, or such further period 
not exceeding forty-five day.s as may be specified by the 
Central Government for reasons to be i-eeorded in writing, 
either disciplinary proceedings are initiated against him or 
the order of suspension is confirmed by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

(lA) If the Governmenp of a State or the Central Govern- 
ment, as the case may be, is of the opinion that a member 
of the Scivice has engaged himself in activities prejudicial to 
the Intel csts of the security of the Slate, that Government 
may — ■ 

(a) if the member of Iho Service is serving under that 

Government, pass an order placing him under sus- 
pension, or 

(b) if the member of the Scivice is serving under another 

Government request that Govcinment to place him 
under suspension,
